Static eectricity rdated incidents
a retall gasoline outlets are
extremely unusud, but the potentia
for them to happen appearsto be the
highest during cool or cold and dry
climate conditions. Inrare
circumstances, these static related
incidents have resulted in a brief
flash fire occurring a thefill point.
Consumers can take steps to
minimize these and other potentia
fudling hazards by following ssfe
refueling procedures.

Most important, they should not
get back into thelr vehicles during

refuding even when using the
nozzle s hold-open laich. This
will gregtly reduce and minimize
the likelihood of any build up of
datic dectricity.

A build up of gtatic eectricity
can be caused by re-entering a
vehide during fuding,
particularly in cool or cold and
dry climate conditions. If the
motorigt then returnsto the
vehidefill pipe when refuding is
completed, the static may
discharge at thefill point,
causng abrief flash fire with
gasoline refuding vapors,

Motorist who cannot avoid
getting back into the vehicle,
should dways firg touch ameta
part of the vehicle, such asthe
door, or some other metal
surface, away from thefill point
upon exiting the vehidle while
they are sanding on the ground.
